1890 to 1930, the Gelden Gate was fortified in 
the most approved modem manner.

Fi rancisco, was founded on 17 Sept, 1776 and 
the mission, San. Francisco de fos Dolores, in 
the following October. In 1830, the population 
of the presidio consisted of about 50 Spanish 
sotdiets and officers; these, added to the mis- 
sion, made an aggregate population of about 
200, In the simmer of 1846 an American 
man-of-war took possession of the place.’

CITY OF WOODEN BUILDINGS. 

Within a few months of the establishment of 
municipal governinent the city suffered severely 
on more than one occasion from fire. The fire 
of May, 1850, destroyed property to the value’ 
of about £620,0-0; another, in the following 
month, was slill more destsuctive— £dc0,c00; 
‘and the damage resulting fram a third in Sep: 
tember was estimated at £10,000, These disas- 
ters naturally Jed to the emplayment of mare 
substantial building material, granue being im- 
ported from China for some beuldi gs, and iron 
and brick being used far others; but ta this day 
nearly all the private, dwellings uf the city are 
of wopd. 

‘Throughout a considerable part of the city 
the streets are Suid out in rectangular form, and 
nowhere with any reference to the natural 
elevations.

: 1TS COSMOPOLITAN CHARACTEN. 

The Cily is of a peculiarly cosmbpolitan 
characte ; more 50, in fact, than any other city 
in the United States. In 1990, when the popu- 
lation was 343,000,117,000 were foreign-born. 
The Chinese population was then estimated 
at 25,000. Not the least remarkable feature of 
San Francisco: is the Chinese quarter, which 
lies between Stockton, Sacramento, Kearzey 
(one of the streets which has fared the worst), 
and V’acific streets, and consists mainly of tail 
tenement buildings, divided by: narrow alleys, 
_pnd swarming with occupants. 

San Francisco is one of the wealthiest cities 
of the world. Its City Hall, which is now in* 
ruins, cost nearly four million dollars, and 
there are an extraordinary number of mam- 
moth hotels.

Reviewing the increase of taxation, our con- 
temporary remarks that the national taxes for 
the year 1893-4 amounted to ¥70,0-0,000, which 
chad increased to ¥3t0,000,000 last year, an 
increase of 440 per cent, In the case of local 
taxes, the increase was from .¥ 37,000,000 ‘to 
Y¥10},009,000, equal to 280 per cent, On an 
average the nagional taxes had increased at the 
rate of 33 per cent, per annum, and the local 
taxes 13 per cent, per annum, 

Some light may be thrown on the increase 
of the national income by. the sayings and 
capital invested’ in business, which is the only 
information available for the purpose. The 
total savings of the Japanese people stood 
at ¥ 37,000,009 in 1893 and increased to 
¥8s,020,003 in 1904,—an increase of 220 per 
cent, while the amount invested in business 
increased from 377,009,009 ta Y887,000,000 
-ia the same period—an increase of 220 per 
cent. On an average the increase in both 
-cases was only about 20 per cent, per annum, 
‘against 46 cent. increase of taxalion, The 
natiocal wealth of the Empire has. been 
increasing ata wonderful rate, but the greater 
part of tha profit is absorbed by the: National 
Treasury, aud it is not surprising to find that 
the struggle for existence among the peo; la 
becomes more acute Svery,. year os 
Chronicle.

Ol. course the officials 
here in Manila waived the demand for the in- 
clusion ‘of the word “postage” on the new 
stamps or they could not have been executed 
now. An order to add ‘the word “ postage” 
would have meant making a new sketch, new 
«hes and new plates. and occasioned a: further 
delay of at tea3t six months. The Manila 
authorities agree that the ward “ postage " be 
on the design but were not disposed ta incur 
the additional cost and delay in having’ oew 
designs and‘plates made. 

As was previously inentioned ‘in these 
columns, through a misunderstanding of the 
use of the terms plates and dies, the Bureau of 
Engraving and Pritting at Washington not 
only made dies for the new issue but plates as 
well, the order having read -" plates,” and the 
engravers, in interpreting the order, went 
ahead and made both dies and finished p'ates 
ready to print the stamps. This unintentional 
error has given the Islands the issue much ear- 
lier and has resulted in neither injury nor Joss. 
and as the stimps will be actually used for 
telegraph and postage the- omission of the 
word postage is a mere technitality. 

-The new stamps are exquisilely beamiful 
and the colors are very fine. As a whole the 
series is more artistic and attractive than the 
current U.S, stamps. The designs from the 
2 centavos to 30 ‘centavos are uniform 
except far the different. postraits and colors, 
lo the upper left hand corner are the 
words “Philippine [slands’ and in the |.

A large shield 
orcupics the centre of the stamp within which 
is the portrait. Above the portrait and shield 
and between the leuering at the top is an eagle 
with | out-stretched wings.
